Dr. Nicholas Zemassko, Soviet Com- 
missar of Health, has issued an edict 
against kissing, which, ‘he contends, is 
one of the most. potent means, of 
spreading disease. 

Thé new order, if observed, will fall 
hard on the Russian peasantry, who 
are in the habit of kissing one another, 
not only on the lips, but three times 
on each cheek in salutation. Dr 
Zemassko is also 6pposed to the kiss- 
ing of ladies’ hands by men, a national 
custom in Russia. Not only is this 
unhygienic, he says, but it is a prac- 
tice of the bourgcoisie which has no 
place in a proletarian republic.

(By J. Fred Spalding)

en spent to the very best advantage, 
and the results obtained been very 
gratifying, our efforts have been very 
small and we have only been nibbling 
at our cake. : 

There ‘are fifteen million owners of 
pleasure cars in the United States 
and half a million in Canada. Last 
year we distributed 50,000 maps and 
this year we h&ve distributed 15,000 


000 pieces, approximately 65,000 of 
which went into the States. It is like 
feedimg a bag of peanuts to an ele- 


There are certain magazines and 
newspapers which reach the big ma- 
jority of motorists, a single advertise- 
‘ment -in- one of these would reach 
more of them than all the literature 
we have distributed since the forma- 
tion of the association. This class of 
advertising runs into considerable 
money, but I believe ‘would produce 
far better results if tried out for one 
year, than would the same amount of 
money spent in any other form of ad- 
vertising over a period of three years: 

‘As an instance of the .effectiveness 
of this kind of advertising I read in a 
recent issue of one of the Vancouver 
papers a statement frém Reg. Dav- 
ison ,the publicity commissioner there. 
It was to the effect that they had car- 
ried advertisements in a few of the 
leading magazines and papers in 
“which there was. a coupon asking 
parties interested in Vancouver to fill 
out and send in for further particu- 
lars. These advertisements had only 
been run for a short time but up to 
the time he was speaking there had 
been .a surprising response. I don’t 
remember the exact figure he quoted, 
but my recollection is that over 10,000 
coupons had reached their office, and 
they had come from every nook and 
corner of the American Continent, 
Great: Britain and Europe. 

Since the opening‘ of the Banff-Win- 
‘dermere road a great deal too much 
importance has been attached to con- 
centrating the Rocky Mountain adver- 
tising on that particular road as a 
feeder to Banff and Lake Louise, the 
greater part of which advertising has 


. been distributed in the State of Cali- 


fornia. Certain interested parties in 
Calgary have even reconimended this 
association to -discontinue issuing 
booklets which contain illustrations 
of .our 'scenry through the Crows’ Nest 
Pass for fear that it might detract 
from the attractions of Barff and 
Lake Louise. I have one such letter 
on file. To my way of thinking, such 
a suggestion shows considerable ig- 
norance of what the average tourist 
goes touring for. After ten years 
rather extensive association with tour- 
ists of every class, I am firmly con- 
vinced that the great majority of 
them chovse trips by which their 
route will take them through the most 
interesting country, either historical! 
or scenic. Of cours? road conditions 
are taken into consideration, but no- 
where near to the extent that the av- 
erage person thinks, In these days of 
extensive- touring no one expects, to 
find good roads everywhere, and sc 
far as the roads of western Canadgz 
are concerned, we have no need te 
fear ‘comparison with those south of 
the International Border. This is the 
renal concensus of opinion of every 
tourist I have met from the States. 
and also mv own opinion. 

Undoubtedly Banff and Lake Louise 
are the principal drawing cards for 
tourists ‘to Western Canada. Why? 
Simply because of their scenic attrac- 
tions. which. have been advertised 
throughout the world at the cost of 
many millions of dollevs. What is 
‘the proportion of motoring: visitors? 
Tet us take the official figures from 
the report: of she Commissoiner of 
Canadian Parka for 19238. The to- 
tal number of licenses issued in’ t 
Rockv Mourtain Park (and every car 
visiting. Banff and Lake TVionise ’ er 
travelling over the Banff-Windermere 

road has to. have one of these licen- 
ses) during 1923 was 4212. Thece 
are tabulated as follows: From Cal- 
gery 2761. other narts of Alherta 129. 
other parts of Canada 225, from the 
Tin'ted States 1198. Twenty-nine dif- 
ferent States were represented 
among them. ;

it only proves the correctness of my 
contentions from the first—that we 
must look to our near by Provinces 
and States. for the preponderance of 
mototing tourists to the Canadian 
Rockies. Much as we desire to entice 
Californians up here, we have got to 
consider the fact that. even in a 
wealthy State like California the pro- 
portion of men ‘with the time at their 
disposal to go on a tour of over 4000 
miles, or with the inclination, is quite 
small compared with the number liv- 
ing closer who have three weeks or a 
month at the: most. They want to go 
to.places where ,they don’t have to 
— all their time in driving to get 
the: 


re and back. That is. the class of 


tourist who is not rushing through 
the country to get to his objective, he 
loafs.along, stopping off here, there 
and everywhere, and the whole coun- 


try gets a crack at his pocket book. 


He is out to see all there is to see 
and will route himself over the route 
which has the most to look at and 
that is why I am certain that the 
more we publish illustrations of the 
scenery along the lines of route lead- 
ing to Banff and Lake Louise, the 
more tourists we shall attract, and 
these are the tourists who will be of 
much greater benefit to the country 
as a whole than a few of the wealth- 
ier class whose one object is to get to 
Banff just as quickly as he can. It is 
not the country which gets his money, 
it is the C. P. R. 

We have just: as beautiful scenery 
through the Crows’ Nest Pass as there 
is anywhere in the Rockies and very 
little is known about it anywhere else, 
Calgary especially refrains from men- 
tion of it, but 'we are gradually get- 
ting it better known, and if we do 
manage to induce some of our visitors 
to spend a day or two along the Crow 
and curtail their stay at Banff, it 
won’t hurt Banff. because the_increase 


in numbers brought in by our adver- 


tising will more than make-up that 
difference. In taking this over with 
several of the leading business men 
in Banff this summer, they were en- 
tirely in accord with my contention 
that it is numbers that tell, and quite 
agreed with me that Banff would not 
lose by sharing some of the benefits 
from tourist travel with the towns of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass, 

There are some who think that too 
much money is spent in advertising, 
and that our tourist association can 
afford to let up a little now that the 
tourists.are coming this way. Well, 
Mister General Public is: very. fickle 
and has a very poor memory. Let 
me give an instance which was given 
to me by the best of authority last 
week whilst I was at Waterton Lakes 
Park. 

Glacier Park, as we all know, has 
been one of the most widely ddvertis- 
ed of the National Parks of America, 
and up to this year, one of the most 
popular resorts, the number of visit- 
ors to it last year being fifty per cent 
greater than any former year. Per- 
haps it ‘was because of this that its 
advertising was greatly curtailed this 
year, whatever the reason however, 
the results have been disastrous and 
th season of 1924 has been a failure. 
Over 500 saddle horses which former- 
ly have been in great demand there 
until the end of August, were turned 
out to pasture on, August Ist, this 
year, and on August 15th, Many Gla- 
ciers. hotel, with a staff ef 63, had 
only on family of three people as its 
guests, and closed up several weeks 
earlier than usual. On the other hand

The effect of the concord displayed at Geneva is seen in the. speeches 
delivered hy two Generals who were active participants in the Great War, 
one a German, the other a¥renchman. General Veriaux (French): and Gen- 
eral Von Schoemaich (German) united in stating to the World Peace Con- 
gress at Berlin that “only. complete general disarmament can save.the world.” 
General Veiraux declared that “little armies are as dangerous as. big ones,” 
and General Von Schoemaich said that most generals of the old regime knew 
that their theories were wrong, but had not the courage to confess it. He 
promised to support the movement looking to the abandonment of military 
service. 

The war to end war is, therefore, moving forward to victory. This really 
glorious war is not yet won. To achieve complete victory calls for the en- 
listment of every right-thinking man and woman to bring “the last ounce of 
pressure to: bear on Government in each and every country in order that 
strong national support for the League of Nations plan for universal disarma- 
ment will be forthcoming.

Danish Disarmament Bill 
Socialist Government Would Abolish 

the Army and Navy 

Copenhagen.—The Socialist Gavern- 
ment presénted to Parliament its dis- 
armament. bill virtually abolishing the 
Danish army and navy and doing away. 
with the military service law. 

‘For the army would: be substituted 
a corps of guards to assist the frontier 
and customs gendarmerie and police 
in guarding the boundaries of the 
eountry and in maintaining order, Tlie 
corps ‘would consist of only 7,240 men, 
officered’ from the ranks, and would 
not be organized as an army against 
an enemy.
